AS FOR A FIRST CAUSE OF ACTION

At all times herein mentioned, defendant, CITY, its agents, servants, and/or employees 
owned a traffic control barrier/device, located at Tech Place at or near its intersection 
with Lawrence Street, in the County Kings, City and State of New York. 

CITY, its agents, servants, and/or employees operated a traffic control barrier/device, 
located at Tech Place at or near its intersection with Lawrence Street, in the County 
Kings, City and State of New York. 

CITY, its agents, servants, and/or employees managed a traffic control barrier/device, 
located at Tech Place at or near its intersection with Lawrence Street, in the County 
Kings, City and State of New York. 

CITY, its agents, servants, and/or employees maintained a traffic contro! barrier/device, 
located at Tech Place at or near its intersection with Lawrence Street, in the County 
Kings, City and State of New York. 

CITY, its agents, servants, and/or employees controlled a traffic control barrier/device, 
located at Tech Place at or near its intersection with Lawrence Street, in the County 
Kings, City and State of New York.

As a result of the foregoing, the plaintiff was caused to and did sustain severe and serious 
injuries and was required to seek and obtain medical care and attention in an effort to
